The Oil And Om IMdt of Bar- 
fbtKirville in Knox County, Ky., 
aro attracliiij? considerable intei- 
est. Many well-known producers 
have visited the field and they 
now Mve renrwentalivw here 
who an< t:lkiM^r up territory. 
Practically ail the fawably 
'S located land in the County hM 

' Ik -II I' asedaad T»hMt art ad- 
vancing. 
Barbourville was the scene of 
^ considerable field activity in IPOl 
- ) 19()2 and 1003. but the brinBiiiu 
S inofth' "iiiril'otop or Beaumont, 
''^ Tex., lieid with the largest gush- 
en tnen known in iiti* c.u:.liy, 
causcil ruinous declines in the 
priff s ol crude petroleum, which 
sold ilowii to five cents per bbl. 
and lesa. As a conaaquence of 
the very low price of CTOde, drill- 
ing oi-:'iaiiuiis wen- suspended in 
the Barbourville field, and the 
producing walla wara abandoned. 

At that time many of the wells 
in this held were giving good 
average yields, for shallow and 
inexpensive wella, and bad it not 
been for prices going to the low- 
est paint ever known in the trade, 
the Barbourville field would 
doubtless have been thorooghly 
dcvplor'-'il. 

At the time of suspension of 
operation here, the producing 
wells are said to have been aver- 
aginjr liom thre.^ to ton bbls., 
while some were doinir 1.") iibu. 
or more daily. Barbourville, like 
many other fields in New York, 
Pennsylvanir., Ohio aad other 
Stales, citter being abandoned 
owing to to tha low market?, has 
recently attracted the favorable 
attention of practical and old- 
time operators, many of whom 
now predict a bright and profit- 
able future for the field. 

Somoof them expect it to prove 
more highly productive than 
Irvine— which like Barbourville 
was a! anddiicd for years, hut 
sinvi- ih'j comparatively recent 
revival oi' operations, the Irvine 
field has mad« milliooa of dollar.> 
for those who were fortunate 
enough to secure hokiin^rs there. 

Barbourville is in the south- 
aaatsm part of Kantoeky and in 
tha carboniferous measures which 
aa is well known, have been the 
most uniformly regular and pro- 
ductive of the oil and natural gas 
bearinjT strata. In this field, 
three pioductive sands are found ; 
the Jones at 350 feet, the Epper- 
son at 80(Kfaet and the Big Injun 
between 1,;100 and 1,400 feet. 
Some good wells have been found 
in the Jones: more in the Epper- 
son, while in the Big Injun gas 



has been found. One wcil ia t^iis 
.sand li;;:-; .steadily ."supplied the 
town of Barbourville with s:asj 
for heat, lights and manaf8etu1^ 
ing for over eijrht vcar.spast, and 
still doing so. One well located 
northeast of Barbourville foi nd 
oil in the Big Injun sand a. d it 
was estimated •,:nod for two l>! h-. 
But few te.si.; have been m;.de 
below the Big Injun, and i^ is 
confidently believed that under- 
lying it v;ill \w I'outid lae ( i .i d >n. 
GanU, Thirty-Foot ai.d other 
vary ridi and hiirhly jNoductive 
.sand.i. which iw rcnnsylvania 
and West Virginia werediscov- r- 
ed unc'- .".^p..;!; tV.e Injjn 
sand, and made many leases i.-n- 
mensely valuable. In laet, the 
Big Injun and underlying .-ar.ds 
were the ones which yielded 
huTtdrad of large fortunes in the 
states named. (innd :-a!id'^ in 
some places l'6() I'oet thick in the 
Barbourville field were found but 
were barren. Probably in these 
heavy <jand8, oil will yet be dis- 
coved and they will i>rove ex- 
ceedingly rich in yields. 

Wells in the shallow sands of 
the Barbourville field can he 
drilled with small outlays, and 
the deep tests below the Big 
Injun will cost only a fraction of 
the outlay required in many other 
fields for drilling to ei|uivalent 
depth, OS thc.formations are not 
hard todrtti and but little casinff 
is reijuiiod since not much water 
is fourd below the shallow depths 
The alniQst impassable conditions 
of the roffis have seriously re- 
tarded operations, but there are 
four wells now drilling and a 
number of drlLing outfits have 
been ordered for ahipment here. 
With the return of Spring, oper- 
ations w ill be very active with 
co-incident large adnoMM in the 
values of leases. 

The Barbourville oil is light in 
tjravity and hinh in (juaiity, 
grading with Somerset, which is 
now conwnawMnif 98-18 per bbl. 
.As this oil is considered practi- 
cally equal coniii'ercially to the 
petroleum produced in Pennsyl- 
vania and West Virginia, it is 
highly probable that with the 
completion of two refineries in 
Kemucky noiv under contract, 
Barboarville crude will bring the 
same prices as that of the tw o 
States named. There is now no 
refinery in Kentucky, which ac- 
counts for this high grade crude 
not bringin.tr fair prices. With 
the shallow sands assuring good 
profits and the strong! iirobability 
that large production w ill he ob- 
tained in the Big Injun ami deep- 
er sands, it is not improbable 
that Barbourville may yet prove 
to be the richest in yield and 
tliarafore the most probable oil 
and natural gas field in Kentucky.
